conversation with Kev. Philip Barry, 
Canon of the Cwhol Cathodral. The 
Canon spoke M follows: "Leo XTTI. is 
now seventy-four years of age. 
He is 


tall, thin and bony. His face is of an 
Ivory tint, and his eyes and lips are 
very expressive and smiling. Ho looks 
very firm. 
Simeon says he resembles 


Voltaire, but Loo XIlI.'s smile is totally 
different to Voltaire's smile. The Pope 
wears his age well and walks remark- 
ably straight. 
He has snow-white hair 


ana 
very finely marked eyebrows. 


His eyes are wonderfully intelligent- 
looking, and his voice is extremely har- 
monious. He speaks several languages 
as well as any professor of languages. 
He nover says a foolish thing nor does 
a foolish thing, like poor Pius IX., 
whose policy was fatal to the Pope's 
temporal power. He rises veiy early, 
and spends the first hours of tho day in 
prayer, and generally in his bed-room. 
At six o'clock he says mass. At eight 
o'clock he breaks his fast with t cup of 
chocolate, reading his correspondence 
all the t:rne.(./i;At nine o'clock he re- 
ceives Jacobini and the chiefs of re- 
ligious societies. At noon he receives 
those Roman patriarchs who kiw re- 
mained true toliim and the Embassa- 
dor.s. 


"At one o'clock he dines, his dinner 


rarely costinsr more thun. two fvaiica, or 
talf u dollar." "And ho keeps so 
maiiy'cooks!" said tho correspondent. 
"Ho is obliged to keep up appearances," 
answered the canon. '-Once upon a 
timo Popes were great eaters and 
tlrmkeis, and were given to every kind 
of extravagance; but Leo XIII. is 
nothing of all this. 
After dinner he 


takes a little walk in the Vatican 
grounds, or he visits the museums, gal- 
leries, etc. Sometimes he is earned in 
u chair quilted with white satiu. 
He 


is very fond of the garden, and likes to 
play tho gardener at umes. Ho frc- 
fjuoutly receives vNitois in the gardeu, 
and talks of flowers to them to avoid 
other .subjects. The first and second 
tiinc.s I saw him he was in the garden. 
\Vl.on I went with tho pilgrims ho was 
preceded by three noble guards, and at 
his side was Monsig-nor Macchi, his 
secret chamberlain, rle wore a wido- 
brimrncd hat and a large ted cloak 
Wo were presented to him one by one. 
He looked at us and scrutinized us well. 
I saw he recognized me, but he treated 
mo like the others—as if he saw me 
also for tho first time. 
'Are you all 


IrishP' ho said. '[ am happy to receive 
tlio faithltil of that nation!' He then 
looked again at us us if ho would

into our souls.

Bishop,' ho continued, 'brought me 
oflenngs from a people pressed with 
poverty.' Then seeing me still on my

Tholr hours (U-e from eight o'clock "in 
tho moining until four in the afternoon, 
with tho exception of Saturdays, when 
thoy cease ut two o'clock, these ad- 
justers occupy two large rooms on the 
second floor of the mint 
One is used 


tor the adjusting of silver and the other 
for that of gold. The floors are car- 
potod, and each lady has a marble-top 
table, a pair oi scales and a line, deli- 
cate h'lo. Before the gold is turned over 
to them to be adjustea it goes through 
tho process of being rolled, annealed, 
cut and washed. They then take it iu 
a state called " blamk's," that is, per- 
fectly fcmooth, and the weighing is 
done 
It Is weighed to see if each piece
